Roosevelt's Scathing Attack 


On Wilson's Administration 


Adds Zest to G. O. P. Campaign 


" Battle Creek, (Mica., Oct. 2. — Ex-Pres- 
ident Theodore Roosevelt's scathing 
attack on the administration of Presi- 
dent Wilson, set forth in a vigorous 
philippic in this city Saturday night, 
has added zest to the republican par- 
ty's campaign in support of Charles h..- 
Hughes for the presidency. It Jas 
furnished the party campaigners with 
plenty of issues, the principal one or 
which is that of "a false peace" which 
the president Is accused of having se- 
cured for the nation, in both foreign 
and industrial affairs, at the expense 
of the nation's honor. 
Roosevelt dealt boldly and fearless- 
ly with Wilson's foreign policy, espe- 
cially those1 dealing with Mexico and 
Germany. The argument that Wil- 
son's po'licies have preserved this na- 
tion in peace was particularly assail- 
ed. In regard to .this he said: 


New Freedom. Farce. 
. 
"The men who now with timid 
hearts and quavering voices 
praise 
Mr. Wilson for having kept us out or 
war, are the spiritual heirs 
of 
Uie 
lories of 1776, and the copperheads or

The men who followed Wash- 


1 igton at Trenton and Yorktown, and 
who suffered with him through the 
winter at Valley Forge; and the men 
who v.'ore the blue under Grant, and 
the gray under Lee, were men of val- 
or, who sacrificed everything to serve 
the right as it was given, them to see 
the right. They spurned with con- 
temtuuus indignation the counsels of 
the feeble and cowardly folk who in 
their day spoke for peace at any price. 
"President Wilson by his policy of 
tame submission to insult and. injury 
from all whom he feared has invited 
the murder of our men, women and 
children by Mexican bandits on land, 
and by German submarines on the 
sea 
He lias spoken much of the new 
freedom.' 
In international 
practice 
this hss meant freedom for the repre- 
sentatives of any foreign power to 
murder American men, and outrage 
American women unchecked by tne 
president. President Wilson has count- 
ed upon -his belief that the American 
people are indifferent to their duties, 
because they are too much absorbed 
in war profits, too much pleased with 
the unhealthy prosperity which flour- 
ishes because others are surfermg; too 
greedily content with a momentary 
immunity from 
danger, due 
to the 
fact that all possible foes are engaged. 
He has believed that our people will 
not look ahead. He has believed that 
they will remain blind to the fact that 
disaster will surely in the end over- 
take them if they shirk their duties m 
the present. He believes, that at they 
are allowed to enjoy good profits and 
high wages, and go to the movies,. and 
purchase automobiles, they will pay no 
thought to 
the possibility of future 
ruin and no thought to the sufferings 
of their fellow countrymen and coun-

"While Ger- 
manv was drowning between one and 
two "hundred Americans, and a couple 
of thousand other noneombatants who

One Dirigible Ic Destroyed When It 


Attempts to Drop Bombs on 


Metropolis.

London, Oct. 2.—Ten Zeppelins took 
part last night in a raid over England. 
Two of them attempted to attack Lon- 
don. 
One of them was driven away 
and the other was destroyed. An offi- 
cial report of the raid follows: 
"Ten airships crossed the eastern 
coast last night between 9:00 and mid- 
night. 
One airship 
approached the 
north of London at about 10 p. m., 
but was driven off by gunfire and pur- 
sued by an aeroplane. She attempted 
to land from the northwest, but was 
attacked by guns and aeroplanes and 
driven to thtf earth in flames in the 
neighborhood of Patton's Bar shortly 
after midnight. 
"A second airship attempted to at- 
tack London from the northeast and 
was 
driven 
away. 
Bombs 
were 
dropped. No reports of casualtes or 
damage has yet been received. 
"The remaining airships wanderec. 
aimlessly over the eastern coast. IB. 
Lincolnshire bombs were dropped pro- 
miscuously, most of them in the open 
countrv with no damage."

Stockholm, Sweden, Oct. 2.—One 
thin,; after another has disappeared 
so gradually from German markets 
since the war began that the yery ex- 
istei'itic of certain luxuries and some 
things that were once considered 
necessities has been forgotten. 
it 
was the -experience of a correspondent 
of the Associated Press who had been 
in Berlin since the war began, and 
for many years before, to find, upon 
his arrival in Stockholm the butcher- 
shop and grocery windows filled with 
foodstuffs he had seen scarcely a 
suggestion of in Germany for many 
months., and the restaurant - bills of 
fare also serve'd' as pleasant remind- 
ers of ante-bellum days when the 
German restaurants, as nfuch as those 
of ar.y country, were prepared to sup- 
ply a great variety of foods. 
Germany is not starving, and there 
is no fear that -it will, but the people 
are doing without far more things 
than they realize, having become so 
gradually accustomed to the loss or 
curtailment of certain edibles. Bacon 
which the correspondent had not seen 
in Germany for months—is plentiful 
here, ol course; butter, lard, and olive 
oil, seen in the grocery shops offered 
a really irresistible appeal to one who 
had scarcely known them for so long. 
There were different kinds of pork; 
the correspondent had had a small 
portion of. pork twice in three months. 
He found many kinds of bread, while 
the only kinds he recently knew were 
rye mixed with, potatoes and wheat 
mixed with rye.

The records of our office are 
open" to public Inspection 
and they 
will show what we have accomplished. 
As far back as July I had correspon- 
dence with the milk agents of the rail- 
road companies, 
calling their atten- 
tion to the situation existing m Janes- 
ville and I have not lost track of the 
matter since then. Only recently I 
have been advised that the railroads 
will send men here to get data on 
the amount of milk which can be se- 
cured 
in this territory. One official 
told me that he had a proposition un- 
der consideration which he thought 
might be located in Janesville.

club is secured 
from the annual assessment report for 
the county, which shows the number 
of milch cows in the area contiguous 
lo Janesville. These figures show that 
Janesville city has 187 cows; town of 
Harmony, 1,768; town of Janesville. 
1179= town of La Prairie, 1,308, and 
tcWof Rock, 1,276. The entire sup- 
ply of these townships is available for 
this city. In addition a large part of 
the supplies of Johnstown, with 1,369 
milch cows; Fulton, with 1,074, and 
Bradford, with 1,620, might also be 
delivered to this city. 
The fact is 
also brought out that farmers would 
undoubtedly be willing to increase.tie 
number of cows on ther farms in case 
a suitable market could be provided.

Washington, D. C., Oct. 2.—Rapid in- 
crease in total expenditures for roads 
and btidges, growth 
of. building 
and 
maintenance activities under state su- 
pervision, and a sharp decrease in the 
proportion of contributions in the form 
of statute labor mark the development 
of highway work in the United States 
during the past twelve years. 
These 
facts are brought out by statistics J.OT 
the calendar year 1915 recently com- 
piled by the office of public roads and 
rural engineering ot the United States 
department of agriculture. 


More Surfaced Roadst 


The total length of public roads in 
the L'nited States outside the limits 
of incorporated towns and cities was 
about £.452.000 miles on January 1, 
ini6. -Of this, about 277,000 miles, or 
11.3 per cent, were improved with 
some form of surfacing. The mileage 
of surfaced roads has been increasing 
at the rate of about 
16,000 miles a 
year, and in 1915 approximately one- 
half, cf this increase was Made under 
the supervision of state highway de- 
partintnts. In addition these depart- 
ments supervised the maintenance of 
nearly ii2,000 mites of main and trunk 
line roads.

permitted to travel over the entire 
battle ground after the conflict had 
been told previously by hish military 
authorities that tho- feat could not be 
accomplished and that any force sit- 
ting along the Suez Canal would be 
safe from attack throughout the sum- 
mer. One of the few dissentants, how- 
ever, 
was 
Lieutenant-General Sir 
Archibald Murray, commander-in-chief 
of the British forces in Egypt. Imme- 
diately upon his assumption of com 
maud here last January he began to 
prepare for just such an attack, and 
the victory at Romani was due to his 
foresight. 


The Turkish expedition undoubtedly 
was engineered by German officers 
who laid elaborate plans for the ad- 
vance from, the direction of El Arish, 
a Turkish post on the northern coast, 
ninety miles from the canal. About 
half this distance is through a water- 
less desert and at this timte of the 
year the heat is intolerable. It would 
tie impossible for men to march for 
in thc-se sands one sinks to the ankles 
at every step, and horses are no*, 
fitted for work of this kind.
